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Nazi Trial Lawyers Seen 
As Obstructing Justice 


Some German defense lawyers at Nuernberg are getting: 
away with “obstructive tactics and long dissertations on 
Nazi philosophy,” according to N Martin Popper, observer from 


the National Lawyers Guild. In 2 
recent interview broadcast from 
Moscow, where he was a guest of 
Soviet lawyers, Popper asserted that 
the tribunal should not “lean back- 
ward” to give the Nazis a fair trial. 

“The democratic peoples of the 
world want a fair trial, but they 
also want an expeditious one,” the 
American observer said. “They in- 
sist that what are being tried are 
the crimes of the Nazis, not their 
ideas. Their ideas were taken care 
of by the armies of the Allies.”

Interviewed just before the
